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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17 and 26-38, drawn to a method and apparatus to carry out a 
televisit wherein the information is transmitted to a remote location, 
classified in class 348, subclass 21 1.99. 

II. Claims 18-25, drawn to a camera device and its components relative to 
the lens system to capture 3-D images, classified in class 348, subclass 
340. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because claims in Group 1 are related to 
transmit images of a camera and other data from a location to a remote location and the 
claims of Group II are related to the internal components of a camera used to capture 
3D images. The subcombination has separate utility such as capturing image for 
reproduction in a personal computer for personal use or capturing stereoscopic images 
to be used in photographing with distance measurement or panorama imaging.

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5. The species are independent or distinct because Species 1 is related to a 
televisit apparatus comprising a key board, a 3D camera, a transmitter/receiver, a 
monitor, said televisit apparatus is connected to the internet. In Species 2, the televisit 
apparatus is integrated in a web pad comprising an external camera. Species 3 is 
related to internal components of a 3D camera comprising lenses 216a and 216b 
directing the light signal to the sensor 202 from prisms 220a, 220b, 218a and 218b. 
Species 4 is related to a different arrangement of lenses from Species 2 since it 
describes the use of a single lens 216 to receive the light signal to the sensor 202 from 
prisms 220a, 220b, 218a and 218b. Species 5 is different for Species 2 and 3 in that it 
uses a projection system to project a patter over a surface. Species 6 is different from 
Species 3-5 in that it further uses a plurality of lenses 216a, 216b and 216c directing the 
light signal to the sensor 202 from prisms 220a, 220b, 218a and 218b and the addition 
of a beam splitter 222 in conjunction of using projection system to project a patter over a 
surface. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no generic claims have been identified.
